The applicant shall provide the information requested on the 
application form, including a valid mailing address through which the licensee or applicant can be reached at 
all times, and a valid premises address where animals, animal facilities, equipment, and records may be 
inspected for compliance. The applicant shall file the completed application form with the AC Regional 
Director.
